When the/ world, living, suffering, dying, 


Mystical Body. By that single 
fact we sought to explain to 
outsiders both the authority of 
the Bishops and our own re- 
spectful obedience. The mind of 
the Church is the mind of 
Christ. Our attitude toward the 
Hierarchy is one of the deep- 
est reverence. In submitting 
our mind and will to the Catho- 
lic Church, we make our sub- 
mission to Christ. 

But there is a deeper conse- 
quence of this fact—for you and 
I and all Catholics are members 
of Christ’s body. This is not 
just a figure of speech, no mere 
example nor pretty compari- 
son. It’s a fact that is literally 
true. “You are the body of 
Christ” (1 Corinthians 12: 12). 


Now it is obvious that we are 
not Christ's physical body. That 
is reigning with Him in heaven. 

But the American Legion and 
the Knights of Columbus are 
separate bodies also. Is it per- 
haps in this sense that we are 
the body of Christ? 

Such a society is called a 
“moral” body, since it is a union 
of like-minded people working 
for a common purpose. The 
Church is at least that. It is 
at least a corporation in the 
legal sense, but our present 
Holy Father gives us a further 
explanation in his encyclical 
Mystici Corporis (June 29, 
1945): 

“... In a moral body,” says 
the Holy Father, “the only prin- 
ciple of unity is a common end, 
and a common aspiration of all 
to that end by means of social 
authority. But in the Mystical 
Body, there is an addition to 
this common aspiration, anoth- 
er internal principle, really ex- 
isting and operative both in the 
whole structure and in each of 
its parts, and this principle is 
of such excellence that by itself 
it immeasurably transcends all 
bonds of unity by which any

We Keep Personality 


Thus we see that while, say, 
the American Legion is held to- | 
gether by a unity of will and) 
purpose on the part of its mem-| 
bers, there is a something in the 
Mystical Body that goes beyond 
thet. Think of the Mystical | 
Body as a physical body and 
you have Christ as the head, all | 
Catholics as cells (“members,” | 
St. Paul calls us), and the Holy | 
Ghost as the soul. But while | 
each of us is a cell in Christ's | 
Mystical Body, the marvel of it! 
is that we do not lose our per- | 
sonality. 


In fact, it is the survival of 
our personality that makes up 
so much of the conflict in our 
spiritual life. The cells of our 
physical body — our ‘skin, our 
blood, our tissues — have no 
mind of their own. They have 
no choice other than to serve 
under the dominien of our soul 
for the good of our whole or- | 
ganism. Occasionally a foreign’ 
substance enters, such as a splin- 
ter, but since it is not under the 
dominion of our soul, it cannot en- 
ter into our vital processes. 

Again, the cells of our body 
sometimes get out of hand and go 
off om their own, so to and 
then we have cancer or leukemia. 
But for the most part the soul 
keeps a tight grip on our organ- 
ism and it is really wonderful how 
it holds the millions of our cells 
in line. 


We Act With Christ 


But the cells of Christ's Mysti-) 
cal Body are free agents. The 
Holy Ghost can activate them su- 
pernaturally only to the degree in 
which they allow themselves to 
be activated. In other words, we 
can cooperate or refuse coopera- 
tion with the Holy Ghost as we 
choose. But we are members of 
Christ’s body only to the extent in 
which our actions conform with 
His will. With every act of obedi.- 
ence to God, an impulse of super- 
natural vitality surges through us. 
making us stronger and more 
healthy members of Christ. 

We have it in our power to act 
as members of Christ or as indi 
viduals on our own. We can act 
through mixed motives—partly for

The soul of the Mystical Body 
exists eternally, and so does Christ 
Hence the Mystical Body is not 
limited as we are by space and 
time. We have to take each min- 
ute as it comes, one at a time, 
like the beads on a rosary. But 
Christ gathers the beads together 
and holds them in His hand all at 
once. That is the real meaning of 
eternity. And that is how Our 
Lord could redeem His mother by 
anticipation so that she could be 
conceived immaculate. That is 
how He atoned for our sins even 
before we committed them.
